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This nineteenth annual edition of the YEARBOOK 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS provides a compact, 
fully indexed account of the wide range of the activities 
of the United Nations and the intergovernmental agen¬ 
cies related to it during the calendar year 1965 (with 
the exception of the General Assembly proceedings in 
January and February 1965, which were included in 
the preceding volume).

Part One of the 1965 YEARBOOK contains a 
narrative account — accompanied by detailed docu¬ 
mentary references and texts of resolutions — of the 
substantive work of the United Nations on political 
and security issues, on economic, humanitarian and 
social questions, on matters concerning the Interna¬ 
tional Trusteeship System and non-self-governing ter¬ 
ritories and the Declaration on Granting Independ¬ 
ence to Colonial Countries and Peoples, and on legal, 
administrative and budgetary questions.

Part Two surveys the activities of the intergovern¬ 
mental organizations related to the United Nations. 

Among the major matters described are the differ¬ 
ences among United Nations Members concerning the 
establishment, conduct and financing of peace-keeping 
operations; the representation of China in the United 
Nations; the apartheid policies of South Africa; and 
the situations in Southern Rhodesia, the Dominican 
Republic, India and Pakistan, and Vietnam. Also 
included is the text of the address given by Pope Paul 
VI to the General Assembly.
